ARBITRATION ADOPTED. 

Third Committee of the Peace Confer- 
ence Complete Their Labors— The 
End Near at Hand. 

The Hague, .Tuly 22.— The third com- 
mittee of the international peaco con- 
ference held a session to-day, under the 
presidency or 31. Leon Bourgeois, of the 
French delegation, and adopted article 
9 as modified. The article now reads; 

"In international disputes involving 
neither country's honor nor essential in- 
terests, and arising from divergency of 
opinion on points of fact, the signatory 
powers deem it advisable that putties 
which are unable to agree by diplomatic 
means shall institute, so far as circum- 
stances will permit, an international in- 
quiry, whose duty it shall be to facilitate 
the solution of these disputes by clearing 
up the questions of fact by means of an 
impartial, conscientious examination." 

The committee adopted, with slight 
modifications, , article 30 to 50 of the ar- 
bitration scheme, and then adopted the 
scheme as a whole, bringing the labors 
of the committee to a successful ending. 
The committee will meet formally on 
Tuesday next to read the minutes of 
its proceedings, and afterwards a plen- 
ary meeting of the conference will be 
held for the final acceptance of the ar- 
bitration scheme. Tho entire proceed- 
ings are expected to bo brought to an 
end by the latter part of next week. 



OLD AGE PENSIONERS. 

Parliamentary Committee Endeavoring 
to Have a Report Prepared For 
Present Session. 

London, July 22. — The parliamentary 
committee on old age pensioners is 
laboring earnestly with a view to pre- 
senting a report before the prorogation 
of parliament. It is understood the 
committee arrived at a determination to 
recommend a pension of five shillings 
weekly to all nttnining the age of (in 
years, who have never received parish 
relief. The proposal will naturally in- 
volve a heavy expense. Generally it is 
estimated at £10,000,000 yearly, which 
it is proposed will be divided between 
the Imperial exeh"iuer and local re- 
sources.

Ottawa, July 22.— In tho house to-day 
Sir Charles Tupper delivered ai 
portaut speech on tho question of the 
Alaskan boundary. He congratulated 
the government that the Internationa 
commission would not meet on August 
2nd. In tho comments that had been 
made on this matter it had been under- 
stood that the meeting of the commis- 
sion wus contingent on the Alaskan 
boundary question being put in a \\ay 
of settlement. The whole question at 
issue in this boundary matter was the 
interpretation of the treaty with Russia, 
and the United States were entitled to 
whatever the treaty gave them, and no 
more. Sir Charles declared that in his 
many yours' intercourse with English 
statesmen he had found that one weak- 
ness among them was their unwilling- 
ness to do anything that could possibly 
bring on a collision with the United 
States. No doubt this feeling was per- 
fectly natural, but in this case the Am- 
ericans were taking advuntage of it, as 
shown by their refusal to submit the 
whole question to arbitration. He be- 
lieved that American commissioners had 
come to tho conclusion that a tribunal of 
international experts would decido 
against them. This was the reason 
they had proposed to submit the ques- 
tion to a tribunal of three on each side, 
or to have an umpire chosen from some 
state so subservient to tho United States 
that n decision in their favor would be 
a foregone conclusion. Their proposals 
thut no matter what a tribunal of arbi- 
tration might decide, Americans should 
nevertheless continue to hold Dyea anil 
Skagwny was pure impudence. The pol- 
icy of the Americans was obviously to 
prevent this mutter from being settled, 
and the reason for this attitude was 
plain. Americans were in possession 
along this coast, and by blocking negotia- 
tions they could hold on indefinitely, en- 
joying tho benefit of the trade while 
Americans in largo numbers were pour- 
ing into the Yukon country to secure its 
gold. In order to meet the situation h 
proposed that a railway be constructed 
from Kitimnt arm to Dawson, and that 
the government take power to provide 
by proclamation of the Governor-Gen- 
eral in council that no milling licenses 
be issued to any persons uot British sub- 
jects. 

Premier Laurier snid the case of Can- 
ada was impregnable, and could not be 
disputed by any mau who would ap- 
proach the subject with :i fair mind. 
The boundary line was in dispute, and 
there were three ways in which it might 
be settled, by compromise, by arbitra- 
tion, or by war. Unfortunately, ho 
could soo no hope that the matter would 
be settled by compromise, by any meth- 
od of give and take; nobody dreamed of 
war, and consequently the only remedy 
was arbitration. The two countries hud 
uot yet been able to come to any agree- 
ment as to the terms of arbitration, but 
lie hoped Canada would be patient, at 
least for a few months longer, before 
abandoning the hope of arbitration. Tin; 
source of access to the Yukon by the 
best road, Lynn canal, was in possession 
of Americans, and in view of that fact 
he was more than ever confident that a 
crime wns committed against tho inter- 
ests of Canada when tho Senate reject- 
ed the Yukon Bailway measure. The 
proposal o£ Sir Charles Tupper on the 
railway question wns virtually an offer 
to give the government power which had 
formerly been refused. As to excluding 
American miners from the Yukon, that 
wns' a suggestion which must be care- 
fully considered before being acted up- 
on. British Columbia had adopted such 
a policy in the Atlin district, but there 
were signs that public opinion on the 
subject was changing. The idea ad- 
vanced by Sir Charles would result in 
practical non-intercourse. Negotiations 
were now going on with the United 
States for reciprocal mining laws and 
at least tin? result of that negotiation 
must be awaited before anything was 
done. The government would not sur- 
render any of the rights of Canada, hut 
there was a difficulty in determinin 
where the rights of the United States 
ended and the rights of Canada began. 

The subject was dropped after the 
Premier's speech.

BRITAIN'S DEFENCE. 

Interesting Manoeuvres ait Present 
Being Carried on by the Navy. 

London, July 22. — The mobilization of 
the huge fleet engaged in the present 
manoeuvres is carrying out a plan of 
operations of a most interesting charac- 
ter. The plan supposes Great Britain 
to be at war with a Continental power, 
and a convoy of British merchant ships 
carrying forward supplies is crossing the 
'Atlantic from Halifax, under escort. 
The enemy sends a ileet to Intercept the 
convoy, and the British send a lleet to 
intercept that of their adversary. The 
enemy, however, relies upon numerous 
torpedo boats issuing from the Irish 
ports for the purpose of harassing the 
British while he captures the convoy. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, relies 
upon the torpedo-boat destroyers to 
cope with the torpedo boats and give 
free play to the sea-going ships. The 
real battle is thus torpedo boats against 
torpedo-boat destroyers. The result 
must be interesting, and must largely 
eontrol the future policy with regard to 
the building of torpedo-boat destroyers.

London, July 22.— What President 
ICruger declined to yield to the petitions 
of the Uitlanders and the arguments of 
the British high commissioner of South 
Africa, Sir Alfred Mtlner, he seems in- 
clined to yield to the more forcible hints 
of the war office, comprised in unob- 
trusive hut obvious military prepara- 
tions. The sudden change of front of 
the volksraad in adopting the seven-year 
franchise proposition on Tuesday last is 
forcible demonstration of the claim 
that President Kroger can and does 
yield when the proper pressure is applied 
but not otherwise. As Mr. Chamberlain 
stated in the course of his speech in the 
House of Commons on Thursday in re- 
gard to the modifications of the fran- 
chise law in the Transvaal, the conccs- 
ions do not end the difficulties, but 
merely offer a basis for a specific settle- 
ment, and former experiences with the 
Transvaal have taught the government 
that it is inadvisable in any way to relax 
pressure until tho contract is concluded. 
The military preparations, therefore, 
have been in no wise relaxed.

MILITIA CALLED OUT.. 

Fear of Trouble From the Railway 
Strikers and Sympathizers in 
Cleveland. 

Cleveland, July 22. — Orders were is--, 
sued to-day for the ussemWing of four 
companies of the Fifth regiment, located 
at Cleveland, to do strike duty in the 
Streets Of the city during the present 
railway (rouble. The decision to call 
out the Fifth was made after a long Con- 
ference between Major Farley and 
Director of Police Barrett. It was' de- 
cided that it was absolutely necessary, 
not only for the safety of the property 
of the street railway company and the 
lives of its employees, but for the protec- 
tion of the lives and property of the citi- 
zens, that extra militia service be called, 
in addition to the services of the naval 
reserves. 

A serious rear-end collision occurred on 
Ontario street to-day between a Seoville 
avenue car manned with a non-union 
crew, and a Woodland avenue car. 
Four passengers were badly hurt. The 
Woodland avenue car had stopped 1 to 
take on a passenger. The Seoville ave- 
nue car, which was closely following, 
crashed into the Woodland avenue car 
at full speed. A big crowd of people 
quickly surrounded the cars and threat- 
ened the non-union men on the Seoville 
avenue ear. There were shouts of 
" Lynch him," " Break his head," and 
the like. Tho crowd became very threat- 
ening. The police soon arrived. They 
struck a number of people with their 
clubs before the crowd linully gave 
away. 

The driver or a wagon for a wholesale 
grocery house was shot by a non-union 
conductor this afternoon and seriously 
wounded. The driver stopped to pick 
up a' potato as if ot throw at a car. 
The conductor drew a revolver aud firedi 
the bullet passing through the man's 
neck nnd lodging in his shoulder. The 
conductor's name was not learned. 

Rumors to the effect that there had 
been a break in the ranks of the strikers 
wore denied by the officials of the com- 
pany, who say they do not know of any 
old ir.c-n who have returned to work.

Efforts of Officers to 
Pacify Filipinos.

Native Troops Continually Har- 
assing the U. S. Soldiers 
—Officers Captured. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Berlin, July 22.— The Philippine cam- 
paign has been alluded to frequently this 
week. The Kreuz Zeitung says tho Am- 
ericans are making no progress. 

The Tageblatt says the campaign looks 
like a fnrco because the Americans have 
not sufficient troops in tho Philippines 
to undertake any serious operations. 

The Boers Encourier, referring to tho 
efforts made in Washington to raise new- 
troops, says: 

"The United States is apparently de- 
veloping into a military state, after the 
example of European countries." 

Newspapers here print a letter from a 
German at Manila, giving tho following 
account of things there: 

"American officers hold brilliant re- 
ceptions in private houses and in the 
casino at Mnlate, to which they invito 
prominent Filipinos. The last week in 
June there was a great festival at which 
six hundred were present, and which 
ended with a bail and fireworks. Four- 
fifths of the guests were Eilipinos. All 
the ladies were invited to appear in pic- 
turesque native costumes. But while the 
Americans were leading the Filipinos in- 
to fraternizing and feasting, the two ar- 
mies are fighting. Everywhere the Fili- 
pinos have strong corps close upon the 
American lines, and whenever a patrol 
leaves tho main body it finds itself in 
the presence of the enemy, and threat- 
ened with beiug surrounded. The Am- 
ericans take revenge by having ships 
fire upon Filipinos wherever a few show 
themselves in order to bathe. How 
hopeless the Americans are is shown by 
the capture of two officers of the hospit- 
al ship relief. This vessel took a short 
sail under tho protection of the cannon 
of the warships off Paranque, but was 
suddenly surrounded by nntive boats 
and tho officers captured. The Monad- 
nock got up steam rapidly, but although' 
she opened fi& and raked the 'shore and 
forest, the rescue of the officers was 
not accomplished, the Filipinos taking 
prisoners quietly away. When the 



marines landed, they were received so 
warmly that they were forced to return 
hastily to the ship."

"Admitting that for the moment all 
commercial enterprise in the Philippines 
is paralyzed, there: is abundant evidence 
that when peace has been declared and 
a settled form of government well es- 
tablished, the future prosperity of the 
Philippines will far exceed that of the 
past. Already a regular line of steamers 
has arranged to call from New South 
Wales. The prpspects of the frozen- 
meat trade with Queensland is most 
satisfactory, ami the advantages of the 
vicinity of Tort Darwin nre sure to be 
a^ benefit to Australia. The health of 
Europeans depends principally upon 
themselves. The town of Manila la- 
bors under the disadvantage of being 
only 10 feet above the sea level, and as 
the natives regard all sanitary precau- 
tions ns useless, there is heavy work 
ahead in regard to drainage and other

Others who arrived early were the 
United States ambassador, Air. Olioute;

Howe. On the arrival of the Prince of 
Wales the baud played " (.iocl Save the 
Queen," and the royal party were en- 
thusiastically greeted. The Prince was 
followed by the Duke of York. The 
American and British Hags at the- centre 
of the grounds were at once lowered, as 
the royal standard floated above the 
stand. 

The grounds were completely filled and 
presented a beautiful picture. The 
groat velvet quadrangle was banked on 
four sides with the tiers of seats, where 
gorgeous summer toilets were displayed, 
while the sun was just stroug enough to 
enipliasi/.c the perfection of the scene. 
As the stands tilled up, masses of blue 
and crimson manifested themselves at 
intervals where Yale and Uarvard col- 
lected, and the familiar blue Hag with 
the white "Y" centre, surrounding the 
American colors on the same stick, gave 
these sections of the stands a Thanks- 
giving Day polo grounds appearance. In 
honor of the American guests the bauds 
played selections from " 101 Oapltan " 
anil the " BeMony." The contestants in 
the first events were warmly applauded 
on entering the grounds, followed by 
judges, referee and time-keeper. The 
j'ump was mad* just, in front of the 
.pavilion aud royal box, while simul- 
laneously the hammer-throwing com 
Jiiencod in the centre of the grounds.

In the fifth and last 
round Vassaill and Bevan were both 
under 20 feet; Roche fell hack and was 
luTt measured; Daly did 22 feet 3 inches, 
and the English Hag was hoisted to 
ronord their lirst victory.

vard) won; O. It. Thomas (Oxford), 
2nd; E\ A. Blount (Yale), 3rd, and 
A. L. Mine (Cambridge), 1th. The win- 
ner's time was 10 seconds. Blount got 
away lirst and led for 40 yards, when 
Quinliin and Thomas drew level. Quin- 
lan with a splendid spurt won by a half 
yard. A tremendous waving of Ameri- 
can Hags ami Harvard and Yale ban- 
ners followed. 

One-mile run — II. EL Hunter (Cam- 
bridge), won; A. L. Dawson (Oxford), 
2nd; C. B. Spitzer (Yale), 3rd; and I'. 
Smith (Yale), 4th. Preemantle (Oxford) 
also started, Time, 1 minutes 21 
seconds. Kreemaiith' took the lead, 
going at u good pace, and led for' 'the 
lirst two laps. Hunter closely followed, 
with Smith and Spitzer next and Daw- 
son at the rear. At the last Kreemantle 
retired, and Hunter running strong 
soon put n wide gap between himself 
and tin? others, Dawson going up to 
second place. Entering the straight for 
home, Spitzer made a gallant attempt 
for second place ami drew level, but 
after a few yards Dawson again passed 
him and finished second, Spitzer being 
third. All the men were greatly ex- 
hausted, especially Spitzer. He was 
unable to walk, and had to ho almost 
carried to the pavilion. Hunter won by 
,*:0 yards. 

Hurdle Race— P. V. Fox. Harvard, 
won; W. Pagett Tomlinson, Cambridge, 
second; IT. It. Parks, Oxford, third;

Time, 15% seconds. Pox led from the 
start to the finish, and won by two and 
a half yards, (here being half a yard be- 
tween Pngctt Tomlinson and Parks. 
There was tremendous cheering from 
Yale and Harvard stands when it was 
announced that Pox had equalled the 
British amateur record. 

Half-mile Bun— Won by II. P. II. 
Graham, Cambridge; C. P. W. Strub- 
on" Cambridge, second; .1. II. Adams. 
Yale, third: and T. E. Burke, Harvard, 
fourth. Time, 1:5?%. Struben led foe 
the first lap. followed by Adams, Gra- 
ham and Burke, in the order mentioned. 
When this lap hud been completed.. Gr'a- 
'liiun went to the front, and running in 
splendid style won by about 8 yards, 
(••aid excited cheers fro-yi the English- 
men and depression nnd silence on the 
putt of the Americnus, Burke did not 



finish out, but had to be supported to 
the pavilion nnd curried upstairs. His 
trainer says that his stomach hud gone 
back on him. 

Quarter Mile— Won by C. G. Davison, 
Cambridge; L,, Boardman, Yule, second; 
L. R. Fisher, Y'alc, third; :.nd A. M. 
Hollins, Oxford, fourth. Time, 41) 2-5 
seconds, There was a level start, and 
Boardnmn set Hie paee at tremendous 
rate. Entering the straight for home 
Hollins just led Baardman, with Dav- 
ison last. About 70 yards from home 
Davison came up with a tremendous 
rush on the outside, and won by 5 yards. 
Boardman rallied considerably near 
home, making a grand) hut hopeless 
struggle. The winning of this race by 
the Englishman was u great upset, and 
it was generally agreed that they would 
now win n majority of the events. 

High .Tump— Won by A. X. Itiee, Har- 
vard. He cleared (> feet. H. S. Adair, 
Oxford, second, 5 feet 11 inches; Q. M. 
Botch, Harvard, 5 feet 10 inches; and 
W. I'. Tomlinson, Cambridge, feet 5 
inches. 

Three-mile Run— Won by H. W . 
Workman, Cambridge; C. K. Palmer, 
Yale, second: C. Wilberforee, Oxford, 
Smith. Oxford, Hi W, Foote, Harvard, 
and H. B. Clarke, Harvard, did not fin- 
ish. Time, 15 minutes 34% seconds. Af- 
ter going about 10 yards the three Eng- 
lishmen singled themselves out in line, 
Wilberforce just leading Workman and 
Smith. Pooto, Clarke und Palmer fol- 
lowing closely. This order was retain- 
ed during the second lap, except that 
Palmer went up 50 feet. At the mile 
the time was 4:58. Wilberforce still led 
but shortly after wards Smith took up the 
running just ahead of Workman, with 
Clarke nnd Palmer a couple of yards be- 
hind, and Foote 40 feet away.

pavilion. Here another scene of fran- 
tic excitement look place, members of the 
English team rushing forward and cry- 
ing "Well run, Workman," while on 
the field the crowds cheered, waved hats 
and handkerchiefs. Workman was led 
to the top balcony of the pavilion nnd j 
there bowed to the enthusiastic thous- 
ands, while cries of "Hurrah for old 
Kngiund" and the song '"For He's a 
.lolly Good Fellow" rent the air. Just 
bemud the densest crowd, with u few 
Auiericuns, Yale and Harvard Hags 
marking the spot, the defeated Ameri- 
can runners were led back to their room 
by their admirers. Both British and 
Americans cheered the plucky losers, 
aud mind u triumphant piaymg of "God 
buve tne Queen" by Ul«! uunil tue crowds 
slowly dispensed. The Britishers exhib- 
ited spienuia judgment in the iiuartor- 
miie, half-mile und tlnee-iium'tei-unie 
i uus, the second scoring in each race 
making tiiu running tor uis comrade to 
come llirougn. at the finish. 

Judging irum'tuc announcement made 
by several speakers at the dinner given 
by the Queens ciub lo-uight to the con- 
testing teams, it is evident that the two 
JtMignsli universities contemplate u re- 
turn visit to America next year.

Monthly ship- 
ments of fresh provisions are now being 
made to the North by the Joseph Ladue 
Company and the residents of Dawson are 
now able to get fresh merchandise, and do 
not have to eat food which has been In 
tin cans and musty warehouses for over a 
year." Mr. McConnolI Is now getting a 
Shipment of five carloads of goods ready 
to go North on the next steamer leaving 
here.

Four Transports Chartered to 
Take Horses and Troops 
to Manila. 



Novr that traffic is increasing to points 
on the West Coast, the necessity for its 
improved lighting is becoming more 
urgent. At present there are no light- 
houses on the whole western Isinud 
coast north of Cape Benle, und mariners* 
*re strongly commenting on the fact. A 
light, they gay, at the entrance to Bur- 
clay Sound, on Amphrite Point, would 
he of incalculable value to shipping, for 
though right on the seaboard, Burclay 
Sound is one of the most difficult pieces 
of navigation to be found on the British 
Columbia coast, for the entrance ' pt&- 
seats a perfect archipelago. There is a 
Strong current setting towards Ucluelet; 
and it not infrequently happens that a 
sailing vessel is carried up to this 
locality and loses herself completely for 
a time. In foggy weather especially 
does this happen, and in nine cases out 
of ten the only thing thnt saves her is 
the deep channel. 



FOUR TRANSPORTS CHARTERED 

Victoria, Port Albert, Garonne and 
Athenian All Engaged to Go to 
the Philippines. 

News COlnuS from Washington that 
the Steamers Garonne and Port Albert 
—the latter a big tramp steamer now 
under way to Esquimalt from Honolulu 
—have been chartered by the United 
States government for the transport sec- 
vice to Manila, making the fourth vessel 
of Victoria connection engaged for the 
purpose within the past few weeks. Th 
Northern Pacific liner Victoria and th 
0. P. R. special liner Athenian are the 
other vessels. The Garonne is now at 
Tncoma. She will cross to the British 
Columbia side, coal, uud. return to 
Seattle to load horse3 and supplies for 
the troops in the Philippines shipped 
from Seattle. The immediate order in- 
volves the shipping of horses for eight 
troops of the third cavalry, together 
Vflth the subsistence supplies necessary 
for them en voyage. Some of the 
troopers will accompany the horses as 
guards, and it is probable that one officer 
will be assigned to each vessel to have 
general charge of her movements in 
behalf of the army. The four steamers 
will sail five days apart, the first date 
being August 10. On that day either 
the Garonne or the Athenian will weigh 
anchor, the other of the two following 
five days later. On August 20 either 
the Victoria or the Port Albert will sail, 
and the other of these two will in turn 
follow five days later. 



GOIjD coming in. 

Atlin Claim Owners Beginning to Show 
Gold For Their Season's Work. 

From Our Own CoiTObpoudent. 

Atlin, June 27.— Gold has been coming 
in very freely from the creeks this 
week. Miners have been droppingv in 
with pouches containing from $100 up- 
wards, many of them running as high 
ns $700 and $S00, representing the re- 
sults of the past week's or fortnight's 
sluicing. O. P. Venosta brought in 
from Mclvee creek the other day nearly 
$1,000 worth of handsome nuggets, and 
to-night J. Blackmore came' in from his 
claim on Wright with over 20 "pounds 
of coarse gold, of a total value of a little 
over $1,000. On McKee creek O. P. 
Venosta has formed a syndicate among 
•10 claim-holders occupying ground in a 
group. They have purchased d hydraulic 
plant and are now installing it to wash 
out the whole group of claims. 

During the past few days I have been 
shown some magnificent samples of cop- 
per ore (bornite). The leads are said 
to be very strong,. and if so the proper- 
ties must be exceedingly valuable, for 
no richer ore specimens can bo seen any- 
where. 

At the sitting of the commission to- 
day, Commissioner Irving decided 
against the rights of Discovery claim- 
ants on Willow creek. Willow is a 
short tributary f Pine creek, and has 
shown up some rich diggings. The dis- 
covery claim was staked long after 
Pine creek diggings wore known, and 
the judge decided that Willow was nof 
a sufficiently distinct creek to be regard- 
ed as not included in the Pine creek dis- 
covery. He therefore cut down the 
discoverer's claim to 100 feet and al- 
lowed the " jumpers " on the extra 150 
feet a record of their claims. This deci- 
sion is popularly regarded as being about 
the right thing. The commissioner's de- 
cision as to the rights or claim-holders 
who staked in error under the North- 
west Jaws is expected to be given to- 
day, and it will give the key to the 
settlement of a great number of dis- 
putes.

No merchant vessels will 
run to that district this year, and the 
whalers which call will not take passi 
gers.

A BRITISH SLANDERER. 



The Colonial Goldfields Gazette of 
London, in its issue of the 8th instant, 
contained an article reflecting npon the 
province of British Columbia in a scan 
dtilous way. The occasion of the attack 
is the placing of the late loan upon the 
market. The article was written before 
the date when subscriptions to the loan 
■were to be received, and closed with the 
following sentences, which have proved 
the reverse of prophetic: 

The minimum price of issue has been 
fixed at 90 per cent-, which under any 
other circumstances than those alluded 
to might prove fairly attractive, althongh 
it is quite certain that in view of the 
low rate of interest, few tenders would 
be above that price. But in the present 
circumstances of the colony — that is to 
say, in view of existing misgovernment 
and of the political position, we prophesy 
for this issue cornpleie failure, and, to 
speak vulgarly, the reply of the British 
investor will he: " Don't you wish you 
may get it?" Personally \vc regard the 
issue of the loan at the present time and 
at such a price as a piece of sublime im- 
pertinence, and we say this with aTl 
goodwill towards the province. But 
until it has shown itself capable of 
properly managing its own affairs, it has 
no right to look to outside sources for 
the moans with which to develop the 
<wmtry. We unhesitatingly say that 
it would bo most unsafe to trust almost 
any group. of British Columbinn politi- 
cians which can at present be got to- 
gether with such an enormous sum as 
that now asked for. 

As the loan was placed at 9G, the in- 
fluence of the Gazette in the financial 
world would appear to he not very great, 
but we are not specially concerned with 
this. What we wish first to do is to 
protest against the slander in the last 
sentence quoted. The Colonist has been 
and still is strongly opposed to the pres- 
ent provincial government. It has given 
it a steady, persistent and consistent 
opposition over since the day Mr. Semlin 
was called in. The Colonist has been 
unable to agree with the policy of most 
of the legislation introduced, by the 
government, and has found itself com- 
pelled to animadvert very severely upon 
many of its administrative acts. But it 
has never seen the least reason to enter- 
tain, much less to express, any doubt as 
to the personal integrity of the ministers 
in connection with the public funds. It 
does not believe a single dollar ha.s boon 
diverted from the purposes to which it 
was appropriated by the legislature, so 
that auy member of the government has 
profited by his official position in an il- 
legal way. It believes that the members 
of the present executive are to be trusted 
with the proceeds of the late loan, and 
it goes further and claims that there 
is Dot the least reason to suppose that 
" any group of British Columbia politi- 
cians that can be got together " would 
handle public funds dishonestly. 

The Gazette says that British Colum- 
bia is one of the worst governed por- 
tions of the British Empire. This is a 
sweeping assertion that can neither be 
supported nor refuted, because no mat- 
ter what may bo alleged on the subject, 
the person making the statement can 
always take refuge in innuendo. We 
frankly concede thai during the last 
year the province has been the victim 
of very unwise and hurtful administra- 
tion and legislation; but nevertheless: 
the fact remains that life, liberty and 
property are safe here, that justice is 
impartially administered, that taxation 
is light, that education is general, that 
until within the last few months there 
has boon substantial progress, in opening 
up 'the country, and that as a general 
thing the people are contented and 
prosperous and happy. These things 
may go with the " worst government," 
but if they do what are the distinguish 
irig results of good government? We 
concede that the political conditions of 
the province since the dismissal of Mr, 
Turner have not been satisfactory, and 
that there was too much foundation for 
the following paragraph: 

A fair sainpie of the state of things 
•which is prevailing is provided im the 



shameful charges which have been pre- 
ferred against the attorney-general of 
the province, charges which haVe led to 
his dismissal. But whether these 
charges are true or false— and the attor- 
ney-general denies them— the fact re- 
mains that the present British Columbia 
ministry does not possess the confidence 
of the more solid and respectable por- 
tion of the community. Ministers ore 
justly accused of pandering to the 
masses and of favoring a policy of social- 
ism, which of course is an euphemism 
for confiscation, and inasmuch as vested 
interests and the rights of property are 
generally imperilled, investors are very 
rightly holding aloof. 

But if the Gazette were not so pro- 
vincial in its grasp of affairs, it would 
know that the political incident to which 
it refers is something that is likely to 
happen in any country, and it ought not 
to forgot that British public life has not 
been free from scandals much more 
abominable than those connected with 
the name of Attorney-General Martin. 
If British Columbia is purging itself 
of the presence in office of an objec- 
tionable man, surely this ought to be 
no ground for assailing the reputation 
of the province, but rather the reverse. 

The tendency of recent legislation is 
perhaps not much too strongly stated, 
but this legislation has not gone very 
fair, and the progress it has made has 
been more accidental than otherwise. 
The " more solid and respectable portion 
of the community," which we may as- 
sure the Gazette is in the very large 
majority, awoke very soon to the ten- 
dency of the new policy and will discover 
a speedy means of arresting it. Before 
the Gazette undertakes to speak ex 
cathedra on colonial politics, it ought to 
learn something about colonial condi- 
tions. If it did so, it would know that 
in a province to which there is a great 
deal of immigration, there i3 .always 
somo danger of unexpected legislation 
being sprung upon the people. The his- 
tory of <±very colony shows this. At 
the same time it is also true that matters 
speedily right themselves. Especially 
will the latter be found true of British 
Columbia. This is a province of large 
business interests compared to the 
population, and this excessive proportion 
is the best possible guarantee that can 
be asked that safe and conservative prin- 
ciples of government will prevail. 



THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

We submit that before parliament ad- 
journs the government should ask to 
have its hands strengthened in dealing 
with the United States in the matter of 
the northwestern boundary. It suits the 
purposes of the United States very well 
to have the question kept open. They 
can hope to gain nothing by its adjust- 
ment according to the treaty, anil they 
are certain to lose something if the line 
is drawn at all in accordance therewith. 
Sir Charles Tupper has proposed that the 
government ought to ask parliament to 
authorize the construction, of a railway 
from some port on the recognized Brit- 
ish Columbia seaboard to the Yukon and 
as much further us might be deemed de- 
sirable, and to close the northwestern 
gold fields to all aliens after a given 
date, both powers to be executed when- 
ever in the discretion of the Governor- 
Generul-in-Couneil it is deemed expedi- 
ent. This would give our commission- 
ers some leverage to use with the United 
States government. At present they 
have none. The proposition was rejected 
by the government, but we think 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurier will bo very remiss 
if he does not ask parliament to 
strengthen his hands in his negotiations 
with the United States. 



THE PORT ANGICLES PROJECT. 



It can hardly bo said that the Port 
Angeles ferry proposal was discusso 
upon its merits at the meeting on Friday 
night. Stress was laid upon the claim 
that a foreign corporation could not re- 
ceive a bonus from the city. What le 
gal value there may bo in such a claim 
it is not necessary to discuss, because as 
the daily papers show it is intended that 
a domestic corporation shall handle the 
ferry. Some of the speakers dealt with 
the project' as though it wore hostile to 
the O. P. N. proposed bonus, hut we 
hardly see wherein this antagonism con 
sists. The amount involved in both is 
not so great that the city cannot afford 
it, if both are desirable. If the two 
things were beyond the reach of the tax 
payers, it would be important to com 
pare them and select the better of the 
two, but as this is not the case, the 
Port Angeles scheme ought to be con- 
sidered on its merits, quite irrespective 
of any other proposal before the public. 

The promoters of the Port Angeles 
project ought to take the earliest op- 
portunity of laying their case before the 
people of this city in the clearest possi- 
ble light. Willi all respect to those who 
have dealt with the matter so far, we 
do not think this has been done. There 
has been scarcely an attempt at demon- 
strating what advantage the proposed 
ferry will be to the city. If n disposi- 
tion exists in the city to discount the 
bona lidos of the whole project, the 
reason is not far to seek. The people of 
Victoria have, iirst and last, hoard a 
good deal of Port Angeles schemes, 
which have had a remarkable: family 
likeness in their failure to materialize. 
The most meritorious proposition that 
could come from that quarter would bo 
handicapped to some extent by this un- 
fortunate fact. The people behind this 
new proposal should realize this, und if 
they expect to receive aid from this 
city must bo prepared to make out a 
strong. case. We do not say that they 
cannot do this, but only that they have 
not yet done so. Until their case has 
boon fully presented, the Colonist re- 
serves its judgment, aud thinks that 
most people will do the same. 



A WIDE GULP. 
A recent traveller In Africa describes 
the Baggara ns a race of almost incon- 
ceivable cruelty. Here are two illustra- 
tions: A girl of ten years was stolen 
by a wandering band of these people, 
driven barefoot over sharp rocks until 
her feet were literally torn into rib- 
bons, and then beaten to " death. A 
Baggara chief riding along with his reti- 
nue, met two boys going out with their 
father^ meal. The boys saluted the 
chief. He replied by killing the elder 
with his spear, while his ! companions 
killed the other. Here we have absolute 
brutality, a killing as wanton as can 
well be imagined. A lad playing in our 
fields will often, in pure exuberance of 
spirits, knock off the heads of dande- 
lions. So these Baggara, in the exub- 
erance of their cruelty, tnke the life of 
men. women and children. When we 
compare their fiendish practices with 
the conduct of our soldiers, who care 
for their wounded enemies, even before 
the smoke of battle has lifted, wo begin 
to get some idea of the tremendous gulf 
between heathen barbnrism and Chris- 
tian civilization. Across this groat gulf 
our own race has passed in historic 
times. When the tribes came out of 
the North aud overthrew Roman civil 
izatiou everywhere in Europe outside of 
the Italian peninsula, they were guilty 
of just such utrocities, aud historical ev 
idence is too plain to admit of doubt 
that the ancestors of the Anglo-Saxon 
people were represented in the destroy 
ing and merciless horde. Contemporary 
writers tell how these terrible warriors 
from the North tossed little children 
about on their spear points in mere wan 
ton sport, and, more or less gentl 
reader, there is no use in your attempt 
ing to escape the conclusion that, if you 
could trace your family tree back fur 
enough, you would find one or more an- 
cestors in this host of ruffians. There 
are people living to-dny who knew peo 
pie who were born a hundred and eighty 
years ago. Therefore, measuring in this 
way, from sixteen to eighteen lives takes 
us back to the time when our ancestors 
engaged in diversions of a kind which 
shock us so terribly when wo hear of 
their being resorted to by the Baggara 
of Africa. We are, therefore, not so 
very far removed, in point of time, from 
brutal barbarism, after all. 

Simultaneously with the condition of 
brutality among our Teutonic ancestry 
we find existing in Rome tastes of the 
most cruel character. The era of glad 
iatorial contests was at its worst; the 
favorite amusement of the highest class 
es consisted of combats between men 
and beasts; the taste for bloodshed in 
revolting forms was cultivated, and all 
the finer sensibilities seemed dormant. 
Certainly the Germanic tribes were not 
emancipated from their brutish prac- 
tices by contact with Roman civilization 
To what source must we then look for 
the marvellous change which has taken 
placo in so short a time? We will seek 
it in vain in the progress of material sci 
once. There is nothing gentle about 
science. It has nothing to do with th 
emotions, the feelings or the passions 
It was a Roman writer who said that 
the faithful study of the liberal art: 
eradicated brutality from our nature 
but at the very time he wrote, the so 
ciety, to which he addressed his works 
and upon whoso patronage he lived, was 
as' has just been described. The gulf 
between the Baggara of to-day and the 
Bed Cross nurse has been bridged by 
Christianity, and by it alone. Buckl 
in his history of Civilization labors to 
prove that science, not Christianity, ha 
caused the progress of mankind; but h 
overlooks the all-important consideratiol 
that until the latter had so perm 
the minds of the Teutonic race that 
their brutal instincts gave place to more 
merciful characteristics, science made 
no progress at all. The Christian church 
had a battle centuries long with barbar- 
ism iu Europe before the Renaissance 
was possible.- Draper aud his imitators 
claim to be able to show that the church 
retarded research and checked the ad- 
vancement of science. That it is to 
some degree open to this charge cannot 
be denied, but it is also true that Chris- 
tianity alone made modern progress pos- 
sible. Por Christianity is greater than 
the church. The latter is a powerful 
organization, but Christianity is a mas- 
tering force, changing the very nature of 
men. Wo have only to compare the 
Baggara of to-day with any ordinary 
product of Christian civilization to ap- 
preciate what a powerful force it is.

Whereas it Is expedient and necessary 
that the bridge at present crossing that 
portion of Victoria Harbor known as James 
Bay be replaced with a substantial steel or 
steel and stone structure; 

And whereas It Is also expedient and 
necessary, in the interests of the citizens 
and for the preservation of the public 
health, that the laud partly covered by 
water, and known as the James Bay llats, 
be reclaimed; 

And whereas for the purposes hereinafter 
mentioned It Is necessary that the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria should acquire 
and for that purpose should expropriate the 
whole of the laud and buildings slcvite ou 
the Bouth side of Humboldt street, and 
extending from the east side of James Bay 
bridge up to but S .elusive of the Reformed 
Kplscopal church;

Henry street, Victoria, formerly a 6eal 
hunter and well known to :th£ fraternity 
as a dead shot. Tho '" Atlm Wonder,"' 
the- name given the 'big lump of gold 
was taken out by Mr. West on Satur 
day afternoon below discovery o-.i Spruce 
creek, and was found to weigh 83 oz., 
5 dwts., and 15 grs., values; at about 
$1,500. On the day following the dis- 
covery Messrs. Hefferimn and West 
brought the nugget into Atlin, where it 
is now to be seen at the Hotel Grand 
Mr. HefTernan owns the Black Diamond 
the claim next the Star, and is a partner 
of Mr. West and a half owner of the 
Wonder.

Her father, 
John Martineau, was a distinguished 
civil engineer, engaged in public works, 
and drew the original plan for the fa- 
mous Croton aqueduct, which he did not 
live lo Bee completed. He was also n 
bridge-builder of distinction. Mr. Lyon 
devoted his life to missionary work, and 
there nre scores of towns in Minnesota 
and Dakota, among them Litchfield and 
Worthington, Minn., Grand Forks mid 
Bismarck, N. D„ where be founded 
churches, established schools, laying th 
foundation of religious nnd educated 
ife. After living at Winona about 8 
years, he made St. Paul bis residence, 
continuing his work until May, 1888, 
when he died.

PEARS FOR MAUNA LOA. 

Circumstances Which Point to the Des- 
truction of the Famous Volcano. 

Sun Francisco, July 22.— The officers of 
the steamer Australia, which arrived yes- 
terday from Honolulu, say that It would 
not surprise them to hear that there had 
been a fearful explosion of the great vol- 
cano, and that Manua Loa Is no more. 
After leaving Honolulu the ship ran Into 
remarkable cross sea, which the crew 
thought was caused by a submarine dis- 
turbance of unusual force. A bluish vapor 
hung over the water for days and a heavy 
cloud, shaped like an umbrella, came from 
ic direction of the volcauo. 
When talking about the eruption of the 
volcano, Chief Officer Lawless said: 

The afternoon we left Honolulu tha even- 
ng papers contained the news that the lava 
flow was within ten miles of Hllo and trav- 
lling steadily. The Inter-Island steamers 
were crowded with passengers, some of 
the people were going to view the eruption 
nnd others were going to see how their 
families and relatives were faring. In my 
opinion, the whole crest lias been blown 
off, and It the waters of the sea have found 
heir wa into the crater, then the whole 
■iland has been shattered. In no other 
way can I account for lae peculiar ex- 
perience after leaving Honolulu."

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: in yesterday's issue of your paper 
appeared a report of the meeting of the 
Committee of Fifty, held on Friday night, 
in regard to the Port Augeles ferry pro- 
position. I notice that the Mayor Is credit 
ed with having stated that the city of 
Victoria has no power to bonus or grant 
subsidies to a foreign company, and in 
this view he was endorsed by Mr. Me- 
Phiillpg, who then went on to state that 
it would lie better to organize a company 
in Victoria to build and operate fast steam- 
ers between Vancouver and this city and 
the Sound. 

I do not know whether this legal flash- 
light was turned on the nieuibcrs of the 
committee with the sole object of defeating 
the scheme nnd thereby preventing the 
members of the committee nnd ratepayers 
from considering it on its merits. If such 
was the Intention, it succeeded admirably. 
But I do not attribute such ulterior mo- 
tives to tlie Mayor or Mr. McPUllllpS. 

I can quite realize the Mayor, who is 
not a lawyer, falling Into the blunder that 
a foreign railway company would merely 
by virtue of Its foreign Incorporation ac- 
cept from the city a bonus; but Mr, Mc- 
Phillips, who is a lawyer, must surely know 
that In order to satisfactorily obtain a 
subsidy from the city the very first thing 
that n foreign -illway company would do 
would be to organize nnd Incorporate a com- 
pany In this province. 

For the Information of the Mayor nnd 
Mr. MePhlllips and the public, I will state 
that the promoters of the ferry are doing 
exactly ns Mr. MePhlllips suggests should 
he done, viz., organizing a company In 
Victoria, and the notices of mich company 
have appeared In all the papers published 
In the city, over my signature. 

I therefore fail to see how there can 
be any objection to the scheme on the 
the Municipal Clauses act the city hns full 
Kmunds mentioned bj e'et Mayor. Under 
the Municipal Onuses act the city hns full 
power to bonus and grant subsidies to 
steamship, steamboat nnd . railway com- 
panies. 

At this juncture It Is not my Intention 
to go into the merits of the scheme, which 
will, I am sure, commend Itself to the rate- 
payers of the city when It Is properly

from Vancouver street west, several 
blocks east. 

in his report to the city council to- 
morrow night, Mr. Topp will recommend 
the laying of a box drain on Milne 
street; a sidewalk on Quadra street, 
between North Chatham ami North 
Park road; and a wire fence around 
the reservoir at Beaver hike. A retain- 
ing wall on Burnside road aud a side- 
walk on l'Vrnwood road, between North 
Chatham and Yates streets, will also be 
recommended. 

Macadam which is being removed 
from the Fort street excavatioa is being 
used to iill up holes in various parts of 
the. city, but principally on Belleville 
street. The outlets of sewers on Boyd 
and Menzies streets have been extended 
to the low water line, so that people re- 
siding in that part of the city will no 
longer complain of the odors arising 
from that cause when the sewers were 
only covered at high water. 

Taking everything into consideration, 
Mr. Topp is just now a very busy man, 
and if the march of improvements he 
has inaugurated keeps up, Victoria will 
soon be a model city from n sanitary and 
public Improvement standpoint. 

Sewers are being built in all parts of 
the city where they are needed, and all 
the eld sidewalks are being replaced, 
many cement walks being laid ou the 
principal streets within the lire limits.

MAYOR REDPERN REPLIES. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: in your report of the meeting of the 
hoard of school trustees, held last Friday, 
Mr. Mnrehnnt staled that "ifls Worship 
was reported to have explained that the 
necessity for an increase In the rate of 
taxation by one mill arosr- through the 
Increased demands of the school trustees, 
school expenses being by the estimates 
some $7,000 or f 8,000 higher this year than 
last." 

In reply to the above. I cm only Bay that 
I made no allusion to the demands of 
uchooi trustees or school expenses, but I 
did say that an Increase In taxation would 
he necessary, as the Municipal Expenditure 
by-law this year provided for about J7 000 
more for schools than wns provided for by 
the by-law of last year. I spoke from 
memory, and on reference to the two by- 
laws I find that last year the amount pro- 
vided was $43,000, while thl„ year It is 
$40,230, being an increase of $0 250. 

Later on he accuse? me of a distinct 
perversion of the train f n declaring "that 
the demands of the school board had neces- 
sitated an extra mill of taxation," 

I have never said I haj the whole of the 
extra mill was required for school pur- 
poses, nor have I ever said anything from 
which such an Inference con hi be drawn. 

In discussing the taxes by-law, I pointed 

out to the council that one mill , extra 
would lie required to enable them to carry 
out the provisions of the expenditure by- 
lav:, nnd of that amount about $7,000, or, to 
be strictly correct, $6,2f>0, wns required for 
school imrposes. 

If the trustee, before making his state- 
ment, had endeavored to ascertain what I 
did say on the subject, he would not, I am 
sure, have been so ready to nccuse the 
Mayor of deliberate falsehood.

A. A. was right about it— it was " the 
great match at last," and every one of 
the two thousand or more who were at 
Caledonia park to see it, will endorse the 
verdict. 

Westminster played a truly magnifi- 
cent, game of lacrosse, and played it like 
thorough gentlemen as well as good 
lacrossists, hut the Buys were out to 
Win, with luck, training, drilled com- 
bination arid good captaining to help 
them. 

That accounts for the outcome — for 
the Buys disappointed the expectation 
of the hotting ring, and turned down 
their rivals from the Fraser town by 
three games to two that were a treat 
to witness. 

As for the features, they wore so 
numerous that the match may be de- 
scribed as all features. Williams, Bel- 
fry, Tite, Lorimer, White, Norman, 
Stephen— these were the towers of 
strength. 

Nor were far behind them the useful 
Blain, Fiulayson, Burns, Smith and 
Dewtir. 

Where all are worthy, particularizing 
is unnecessary. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if a player ever earned more de- 
served praise for unselfishness, coupled 
with individual skill, than did Williams, 
or a defence player ever came to the 
front oftener or more effectively than 
did " Cat)." Belfry, the father of the 
Loam and its rock of reliance. 

White proved second only to Williams 
in stick-handling; Tite was a yeoman 
for work, and sure as in his old " host 
days;" Lorimer played his position just 
as it should be played; Norman im- 
proved every opportunity that came his 
way; nnd Blain distinguished himself 
for getting; the hall, and putting it where 
it would be most useful whenever it was 
possible. 

As for " Mike " Finlnyson, the one 
or two Westminsters who were looking 
for rough play, found that he was the 
wrong man altogether to work upon. 
Dewar and Burns were in better form 
than in any previous match they have 
played as seniors, and Smith at times 
was brilliant in his catching anil shoot- 
ing—although ho was scarcely at his 
best. 

It was the game of years— and no one 
who was there will forget it when com- 
parisons arc sought for in time to come.

IIOTV THE GAMES WERE WON. 
Game the first was something of a 
surprise to all parties. It hnd barely 
commenced when all was over. Blain 
got the rubber cleverly in the face-off, 
and took a preliminary sprint. When 
collared, be passed to Tite. who also had 
his running shoes on. Tite dodged one 
or two reds, and sent a swift under- 
hand shot home. That did the business, 
in something less than half n minute, 
and the grand-stand settled themsevles 
with comment that was divided between 
cheers and the observation: " We didn't 
know it. bad started." 

That Qrst game was a good omeu. 
Everyone accepted it as such except 
Westminster. The visitors took the 
plaudits grimly, and went to work. The 
play was a trifle loose at the outset, and 
Whit* brought imprecations upon him- 
self by a bad play that gave the enemy 
a chance — although he amply redeemed 
himself before the day was over. The 
undortbrow in question gave an oppor- 
tunity, however, and Oddy getting pos- 
session passed smartly to O. D. Pcclo. 
The latter did " it " in just one minute 
and a half. 

With honors even the slick-handlers 
faced for tbe great game of the day — 
as fine an exhibition of genuine lacrosse, 
fast, scientific, clean and steady, as ever 
was witnessed on a British Columbia 
field. 

It was for the most part a defence 
game for the visitors, Die Victoria Hags 
being seldom in danger, and the home 
proving thoroughly well qualified to at- 
tend to matters in their district. Blain 
developed a reputation for gritty accept- 
ance of checking too heavy for a man 
of his weight to take comfortably; Tito 
proved that he has recovered all his old- 
time strength through attention to prac- 
tice, although he was unfortunate in 
not hnvlng any of his six well-placed 
shots on goal effective. It had hap- 
pened that Obeyne was there. Williams 
ami White were lions of the gntno, their 
skill in stick-handling being only 
equalled by their accuracy in throwing, 
and the good judgment displayed in 
every pass. 

Possibly the Westminsters were quite 
equal to their opponents in combination, 
and :i trifle better in massing (heir de- 
fence; they lacked, however, the rush- 
ing, though intelligent, advance, which 
kept Hie ball three-fourths of the time in 
(dose proximity to the Westminster Hags. 

There shot after shot was sent in, 
each a bare' trifle wide, while as often as 
the hall was retired apparently to safe 
distance, it came hack immediately after 
an illustration of fust and furious check- 
ill!,', in one particular the visitors' 
organization was conspicuous— Oheyne 
had tils defence field drilled to a nicety, 
and 'thereby averted the inevitable for 
a long, long time, making a score or 
more really sensational stops himself. 

Both tennis began to show thai the 
fast pace wiis telling on them before 
the elTeetivo was- done, yet there was no 
loosening in the play, nnd the passing 
remained just ns well gautred mid heady 
nl the end <if I lie" trying 42Vj minutes.' 

It was Williams who did the honors 



this time, receiving from Tite for the 
grand finale. 

In the earlier stages of the fourth the 
Bays clearly outplayed the visitors, 
keeping the ball as before in Westmin- 
ster's defence field. Incidents followed 
in such rnpid succession that keeping 
count upon them were a useless labor. 
All parts of the field were well handled, 
and every player covered himself with 
honor. After 15 minutes of fighting, 
the Westminster captain celled his men 
forward for a rush. The rush was 
effective, George Oddy scorring despite 
the heroic effort of Norman, wdio caught 
the ball while it was actually passing 
into the not, but unluckily could not 
hold it from his position. 

Again with the score even, both teams 
went at the fifth game with a will, the 
Westminsters devoting themselves parti- 
cularly to close checking, while Victoria 
put on their fastest and most effective 
combination, each pass being studied 
and executed in an instant — yet the ball 
going just where it should. It is this 
class of play Unit ' means victory, and 
Westminster discovered it after 5% 
minutes' play, when during a brief ab- 
sence of Oheyne from goal he lost the 
ball to Stephen. The latter at once 
resigned it to Williams, who to gain a 
position handed it to White. The 
" second-best stiekhandler in the prov- 
ince " saw the play, passing back to 
Williams — nnd a swift over-hand shot 
did the business. The only approach 
to an unpleasantness occurred shortly 
before this decision, Peele deliberately 
breaking his stick over Lorimcr's head, 
and then endeavoring to trip him in a 
run. It required no complaint to the 
referee — that officer's eyes were every- 
where, and Peele went to the fence. 

With three to two against, them, but 
fifteen minutes left for [day, Westnr'n- 
Rter entered on the unexpired time with 
dogged determination. They had stood 
the long game a trifle better than Vic- 
toria, and were playing the lacrosse of 
the season. Time after time the ball 
came so close to the Victoria net that 
an evening of the score seemed inevit- 
able. 

It never got beyond the " almost " 
stage, however; Belfry and his brigade 
were on hand to contest every inch just 
ns persistently. Williams and one or 
two others of the Victoria home realized 
also that it was to be a defence battle 
for Victoria till the coil of time, wisely 
drifted down to the defence end of the 
field, and gave valuable assistance to 
that section of the force. 

It was a magnificent fight— never in 
this province has a team worked harder 
or more intelligently to avert defeat 
than did the visitors. Their checking, 
rushing, and all-round attack was 
flavored with desperation, yet only for 
an instant did anyone get away from 
good lacrosse — and the referee as usual 
saw it immediately. 

It was useless. Victoria's good luck- 
supplemented by good management — 
was not to be overcome. 

SUMMARY.
